The Decibel 

Bob, K9EID, gave a very interesting talk 
recently at the Marissa ARC meeting, ex- 
plaining the hard-to-understand decibel. He 
used a chart to illustrate decibels of power, 
power ratio and what actually happens to 
your signal once it leaves your transmitter. 
Though the knowledge itself was technical, 
the talk was very simple and clear. 

Decibel should be written “dB.” The 
capital “B” is for Alexander Graham Bell. 
The prefix is deci, one tenth of a bell, the 
smallest unit a human ear can detect. 3dB is 
the power ratio we use to say we double our 
power. There are 6dBs in one S-unit on your 
meter. 

- The multiplier power unit is dBm. Zero 
dBm (@dBm) is 1 milliwatt at 50 ohms. 

When you read antenna specs, dBi stands 
for decibels of power compared to an 
isotropic antenna, one, like a vertical, that is 
supposed to radiate equally in all directions. 
And, dBd is the gain over a dipole antenna. 
which has less gain than the isotropic. 

The chart showed how much in decibels 
and on an S-meter what doubling your 
power output and redoubling it really does 
for your signal. 

The second more efficient way to radiate 
your signal is to improve your antenna 
system and match the system as closely as 
possible with your transmitter for the 
lowest actual, not apparent, VSWR. 

The beam pattern of the signal can be nar- 
rowed for more effective radiated signal 
strength by doubling the simple 3-element 
beam to two beams, and redoubling it again 
to four beams. 

Cheaper SWR bridges have diodes inside 
that are affected adversely by current, often 
giving readings that are inaccurate. The bet- 
ter SWR meters have no diodes (or watt- 
meters) but read from actual heat in the cir- 
cuit. 

Field strength meters can help to find 
what your VSWR is. The noise bridge will 
tell you the frequency your antenna is reso- 
nant at, and all these devices will tell you, 
read properly, how to increase the strength 
lof your signal. 
| Since putting an SWR bridge just behind 
ithe transmitter can very well lie to you by 
reading the peak or null of the standing 
iwave, the one place to obtain a true reading 
‘must be at the point where the feedlinc 
‘meets the antenna, and at that point only. 

If this is not possible, one idea is to usc 
several lengths of feedline. Perhaps one 
foot, two feet, three or four feet in lengt): 
will work, adding one, then another to your 
feedline, reading the SWR meter (or watt- 
meter) each time. This method will let you 
keep adjusting for the best possible match 
between the transmitter (or antenna tuner) 
and the antenna. 


The care and feeding 


ef Nicad batteries 


Most of us have or will have rechargeable 
ies in our projects and radios. As time 
gresses, the Nicad battery is becoming a 
popular source of storable energy. These bat- 
teries are here to say, but they do have some 
shortcomings. 

The most common fault is a battery that 
will not take a charge and electrically looks 
like a short; this will happen after a period 
of non-usage. The cure is simple. Using a 
bzalthy power supply, force enough current 
tarough the battery to bring the terminal 
voltage up to 1.5 volts. You may have to 
force as much as ten times the normal charg- 
ing current. As the battery begins to take a 
charge you will see the current start to go 
down as the battery voltage rises. This pro- 
cess usually takes about ten seconds. When 
the voltage reaches 1.5 volts, charge as per 
the manufacturer's specs. Another typical 
problem is a cell that won't accept a charge 
and looks like an open cell. The cure for this 
(ometimes) is to charge in the reverse direc- 
tion for five minutes at no more than 100 
mA. After this, try to charge the cell as nor- 
mal. If it still won't take a charge, use as'a 
paperweight, coil winding form or circle 
drawing aid" 

How about a battery pack that won't take 
a charge or will not charge up to the proper 
voltage? Regardless of the pack voltage, it is 
made up of individual ells that are rated at 

(f°5 volts each. What happens is that one 

\. more) of the cells becomes discharged 
more than the rest. When charging is at- 
tempted, the low cell (or cells) is reverse 
charged with respect to all of the other cells; 
this makes the entire pack look bad. The 
solution is simple: 

1. Use a sharp knife and cut the jacket off 
the battery pack to expose the individual 
cells. Do not cut the wire straps that inter- 
connect the cells. 

2. Measure the voltage of each cell. You 


will find one or more cells lower than the 


rest. : 

_3. Discharge all the good cells one at a 
time with a 1 ohm resistor until each of the 
good cells’ voltage drops to .9 volts. 

4. Charge all of the cells one at a time at 
50mA. for one hour. 

5. Tape the cell pack back together with 
masking tape or electrician’s tape. Charge 
battery pack per manufacturers instructions 
on battery pack. Normal charge is 10 per- 
cent of the discharge current/hour rate 
printed on battery for 16 hours. An example 
is: if a cell rating printed is 500mA. hour, 
you would charge at 50mA. for 16 hours. 

If you have a constant current power sup- 
ply, you can quickly charge any Nicad bat- 

or battery pack by charging for four 
(yrs at 3.5 times the regular charging rate.

Protecting your gear 
The FBI in Washington, D.C., maintains a 
computer file listing of stolen property, the 
National Crime Information Center (NCIC). 
Any police department with a computer ter. 
minal can check a serial-number item in a 
matter of seconds to see if it’s in the NCIC 
file as stolen. The number that you need to 
emgrave on your rig is an OAN (Owner Ap- 
plied Number) and it should be the one 
that’s already in the NCIC computer-ic., 
your state driver's license number, preceded 
by your state's two-letter code. Example: 
Your driver's license number is T157363 ... 
So, your OAN is ILT157363. (IL is for Ili- 
Rois). : . 
By using your driver's license number, you 
have automatically linked your gear with 
your name and address. The way this en- 
raved number is actually most often used is 
when a local detective nabs someone with 
what looks like “loot” and sees what he 
recognizes as an Illinois OAN engraved on 
it. He goes into the computer and runs a 
check on the owner, who then can testify in 
court against the suspect. Sorry to say, but

RULINGS CONCERNING THE 
BROADCAST OF AMATEUR RADIO 
TRANSMISSIONS CLARIFIED 

The FCC has clarified its position with 
respect to the rebroadcasting of amateur 
radio transmissions by radio and television 
stations as a result of issues raised in the 
wake of the US Marine’s rescue mission in 
Grenada. 

The Commission has stated that radio 
and television stations need not obtain 
prior authorization from the FCC before 
retransmitting such transmissions. 

The FCC stated that broadcasters are 
free to air the amateur radio transmissions 
which they have monitored and may broad- 
cast such amateur radio transmissions on a 
live or delayed basis, with or without the 
approval of the amateur operators involved. 
Broadcasters were cautioned that in covering 
amateur radio activity, they must not be- 
come actively involved in the amateur trans- 
missions. Broadcasters may not employ an 
amateur station as it would use a reporter 
or a translator in order to convey, directly 
or indirectly, questions or subject matter 
which the broadcast station desires to be 
addressed.

FIRST HAM TO BE SENTENCED TO PRISON . 

Richard A. Burton (ex-WB6JAC) of 
Reseda, California, has been sentenced to 
prison for "broadcasting without a license." 
Burton had been previously charged with not 
only operating without a valid amateur license 
but also with using obscene, indecent and pro- 
fane language on the amateur airwaves. Bur- 
ton originally last his license in 1981 when he 
failed to respond to FCC inquiries. 


In June of 1982 he was sentenced to 
five years in jail, but only ordered to serve 
six months and placed on probation for five 
years. The balance of the sentence was sus-: 
pended. 


He appealed the sentence and the 


Appeals Court reversed the two felony con- 
victions for "broadcasting obscene language" 


but affirmed the four misdemeanor violations - 


for “operation without a license." He had been 
caught on the ham bands on four different 
occasions after his license had been revoked. 
The Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals remanded 
the case back to the U. S. District Court for 
resentencing. 


Last week, Judge Manuel Real, the 
chief District Judge for the Central District 
of California, sentenced Burton to federal 

ison on four counts of amateur radio opera- 
tion without a license. The sentence was com- 
plicated. Essentially, Judge Real imposed a 
one year sentence on each of the first two

Real further ruled, however, that the 
first two (1 year) sections and the last two 6 
month sections of the sentence be served in 
two concurrent periods making a total of 18 
months "hard time." With good behavior, Bur- 
ton will be eligible for parole in about a year. 
A court ordered five year probation will fol- 
low with the restriction that Burton not par- 
ticipate in "broadcasting of any type." 


This is a stiffer sentence than antici- 
pated... more severe than the original before 
appeal. It is probable that Judge Real consid- 
‘ered that Burton violated a bail order which 
required him not to operate amateur radio or 
be on the radio in any way during the appeal 
process. Burton participated in ham band 
phone patches through other licensed ham 
radio stations, but thought that the restric- 
tion did not extend to phone patches. 


Thus Richard Burton becomes the first 
amateur to be sentenced to prison for ham 
radio violations. The government has sent out 
a strong message to the amateur community 
that ham radio operation is a privilege and 
continued violations in bold defiance of the 
law can indeed result in criminal penalties 
and imprisonment. Burton was due to surren- 
der to authorities at noon on Monday, January 


23rd, to begin serving his sentence.

According to the company's cata- 
log, the output of the transmitter is 
received via low cost microwave receiving 
antennas up to two miles away, and is 
great for distributing TV within trailer 
parks, neighborhoods, SMATV/MATV/CATV 
headends, townhouses/apartments/condomin- 
iums and entire communities.
